W ashington, Aug. 21. — Opposition 
generals of the senate are silently as­ 
sembling here to plan the com ing leg­ 
islative battle against the republican 
$605,000,000 tariff bill. 
None of the 
various group com manders would in­ 
dicate w hat plan of cam paign they 
will enter upon but several methods 
are being discussed. 
The resolutions of Thomas, demo­ 
crat, Oklahoma, seeking to eliminate 
all save the agricultural schedules of 
the bill m ay be sidetracked because it 
would lead to parliam entary 
difficul 
ties. 
Instead of it, a resolution may 
be offered later seeking to recommit 
the whole bill to the senate finance 
committee with instructions th a t the 
committee 
m a k e 
t h e 
necessary 
changes. 
A 
second 
plan, 
being 
discussed, 
would call upon the dem ocrats to pre­ 
pare a tariff bill of their own, includ­ 
ing in it ony the agricultural and re­ 
lated rates. 
This minority bill could 
be reported out as a m inority report 
from the com m ittee in protest against 
the m ajority bill and as a report it 
would have an excellent parliam entary 
status, more satisfactory th an a mo­ 
tion to recommit. 
This plan is sug­ 
gested by some independent republican 
senators who w ant to w ork w ith the 
dem ocrats in the tariff contest. 
The dem ocratic leaders have 
indi­ 
cated no strong sentiment 
for 
this 
method because it carries the responsi­ 
bility of cham pioning a complete sub­ 
stitute for the republican bill. 
They 
are taking the position th a t the repub­ 
licans were elected last N ovem ber on 
a tariff platform which they have the 
right to enact and that the dem ocratic 
responsibility goes no further th a n the 
necessity of seeing that the "public 
interests are protected.” 
A third suggested plan is to drop all 
these moves for big joint m aneuvers 
and fight the issues out on individual 
rates. 
Until these m atters are threshed out 
and the various leaders have a chance 
to scrutinize the new rates in detail, 
it is likely the statem ents of the oppo­ 
sition will continue to be along gen­ 
eral lines. 
A decision m ay be expected within 
the next few days as the last of the 
democratic 
tariff generals, 
Senator 
Simmons of N orth Carolina, 
is

W ashington, Aug. 21.—A modifica­ 
tion of the Reed domestic valuation 
plan of fixing tariff rates was adopted 
as part of the new tariff bill today by 
republican m em bers of the senate fin­ 
ance committee. 
Under the compromise 
the 
tariff 
commission will be instructed to in­ 
vestigate w hat tariff rates should be 
applied on the basis of the value of 
imported products in the chief domes­ 
tic markets, instead of fixing rates on 
the basis of foreign cost of produc­ 
tion. 
When the tariff commission ascer­ 
tains these new sets of 
rates 
they 
would be subm itted to congress 
for 
final action. 
The com m ittee also decided to wipe 
out the house provision establishing 
the tariff commission as a 
partisan 
agency composed of seven members. 
It agreed to retain the existing law, 
continuing the tariff commission as a 
bi-partisan body, composed of three 
republicans and three dem ocrats, ap­ 
pointed by the president. 
Originally the plan of Senator David 
Reed, republican, Pennsylvania, would 
have perm itted the president arb itra r­ 
ily to declare the proposed new valu­ 
ation 
schedules 
without 
consulting 
congress. 
The compromise will per­ 
mit congress to reject any of the rates 
it chooses. 
Agreement 
on this adm inistrative 
feature of the bill brought the finance 
committee n ear the end of its work.

Its pilots, Lieut. Nick Mamer and 
A rt W alker, bearded 
like 
explorers 
and tired but happy, caught 
up 
on 
th eir sleep a fte r the gruelling five-day 
epochal trip. 
The orange plane nosed out 
of 
a 
cloud of forest fire smoke yesterday 
afternoon and circled lazily over Felts 
ju st five days a fte r it had left. After 
dem onstrating 
how 
the flight 
was 
m ade by m aking tw o refueling con­ 
ta cts over the airport, the pilots touch­ 
ed the Sun God’s wheels to the ground 
ai 6 P. M 
five days to the minute af­ 
te r it had roared away toward the 
eastern seaboard. 
The sponsors of the flight, the N a­ 
tional Air Derby Association, felt the 
aim of the flight had 
been 
accom­ 
plished although Mamer and W alker 
offered to fly indefinitely. 
The pur­ 
pose of the flight was to demonstrate 
th e feasibility of refueling under alt 
conditions. 
The Sun God’s flight eclipses all 
long distance non-stop 
flights, 
even 
th e trip of the Graf Zeppelin from 
L ak eh u rst to Tokio.

day the sturdy ship flew over San

T he magazine, “Better Homes and Gardens,” August issue, 
carries a wonderful editorial entitled, “Along the Garden Bath, 
which shows the value of flowers in the scheme of life. 
The garden path wanders all over the world. It winds among 
the mountains, across deserts, through places with Arctic climates 
and hot arid regions. 
He who is interested in flowers is peren­ 
nially charmed with the world about him. 
Let hi?n travel over the mountains of Colorado, the plains of 
Nebraska, the semiarid regions of Utah, or spend the day in a 
peaceful town in California, he will see some plants to interest 
him, some new flower, or one which is thriving better than at 
home. 
Let him remain at home, each year he may bring to his 
garden the cactus of Arizona, the rhododendron from the Caro­ 
linas, the pinks from China, and scores of other flowers from near 
or far. 
Garden interest is universal. 
That city which has not made 
its confines a veritable garden path is losing an opportunity to 
make itself known. 
Los Angeles believes in beauty. 
This city, in which irriga­ 
tion is necessary, thinks enough of beauty to employ 700 men in 
the parks department. 
It believes that the youth needs garden 
education from the earliest years, and it spends $200,000 a year, 
and maintains 163 school gardens. 
Why are the people of Los Angeles willing to raise so much 
money to do these things? 
Because they have done enough civic 
improvement to know that it pays in dollars. 
They know that 
they cannot rely only upon an attractive natural location; they hope 
that you may visit them, and that some of us will write of their ac­ 
complishments. 
In some sections of our country, with as much as 30 inches 
of rainfall, we resign ourselves to summer drouths, and allow our 
vegetation to suffer during one winch lasts only a few weeks. 
In Griffith Park, Los Angeles, miles of sprinklers have been 
installed upon the mountainsides to stimulate 
the vegetation. 
Every plant in Balboa Park, San Diego, lives (ady because the 
soil has been loosened by dynamite, yet the shrubs, trees, and 
evergreens are planted by millions. 
Someone in each community 
of the city has had a vision of the future beauty in their surround­ 
ings. 
Along the garden path of Pennsylvania, Massachusetts, and 
Montana people feel the same joys in flower culture, for they have 
similar problems to be solved. 
Individuals have striven with their 
problems of home beautification, garden clubs have been organ­ 
ized to foster movements, park superintendents have pleaded for 
funds in spite of criticism. 
America is becoming more beautiful. 
Are you a part of this great awakening of interest in the 
beautiful? 
Flower lovers are changing the appearance of this 
country tremendously, yet in thousands of cities, hamlets, and 
countrysides, there is a need for a greater insight into tile possi­ 
bilities. 
“He who would have beautiful roses in his garden must first 
have beautiful roses in his heart,” wrote Dean Hole. 
The rose mind may be carried to your sewing circle, your 
club, your school, your church. 
People should recognize you as 
one who wants the desert to bloom as a garden. 
One blemish on 
the cheek of an apple spoils it. 
Perhaps some eyesore in your town demands your attention; 
some place of business you own needs a cleanup; your home may 
need a planting; some porch, a box of flowers; some lawn, a few 
shrubs; some park, a little more support; some entrance to your 
town, a touch of nature. 
All who are prepared for better homes and gardens may well 
start now to proclaim them, then plan them, plant them, and 
maintain them. 
The Crow Wing County Garden Flower Society is doing won­ 
derful work instilling a love for the beautiful in flowers, ferns and 
shrubbery. 
The society’s exehibitions do much to stimulate flower 
culture, 
just as Los Angeles has realized that aesthetic beauty 
in the shape of beautiful flowers, trees, shrubbery, lawns, etc., is 
a material factor in the appearance of a city, so Brainerd t hrough 
its garden flower society and oilier agencies is experiencing an 
awakening.

house, in the halls and the farmers room, notice the fine flowers 
which have thrived in spite of the drouth.

"Stop" M( ans S olhiny lo Sonic Deicers 


R eports from many parts of tho state indicate that there is 
frequent disregard of the official “Stop” signs at arterial streets 
and highways aud at designated railroad elossings. 
Many acci­ 
dents have resulted from the failure of drivers to stop, says a 
H ighw ay department bulletin. 
Only the more heavily traveled trunk highways have been 
designated as “Through Roads” and marked with "Stop” signs. 
The driver who turns into such a highway, or crosses it, without 
stopping, is running big chances of an accident. 
The same is 
true of other roads and city streets marked with the official “Stop” 
sign. 
“Stop” signs are placed at dangerous railroad crossings on 
both state and local roads, on orders of the State Railroad com­ 
mission. 
Those who habitually disregard these signs are sure to 
be hit sooner or later, and in collisions between trains and motor 
vehicles the latter always get the worst of it. 
The standard "Stop” sign, used both at arterial highways 
and railroad crossings, is octagonal, black and yellow. 
Wherever 
this sign is used, a full stop is required by law. 
Traffic on an arterial highway enjoys no special privileges. 
Drivers on such roads are subject to the same speed regulations, 
and the same requirements as to careful driving, turns, signals, 
etc., as drivers on other roads.
